The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of tlief Ilowing reasons:

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Inventions I and n arc unrelated. Inventions are umrelaied if it can be shovm that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different ffanctions, or different ejGEecb (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instart case the diflferent inventioM, invention I 

being capable of pieicing the output conductois of the Imninaite. ft depicts an internal 

structure of the conductor for rendering a particular electrical contact between the lamp 

and the source. Invention 0 comprises an enclosure for enclosing the lamps, wiring and 

the power source- It defines the invention as a connection struct!^ 
su^xsTting or mounttng the lamps. 

Inventions II and m are unrelated. Inventions are unielated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different 

functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01), In Uw instant case fte 
different inventions, invention E comprises an enclosure for enclosing the lamps, wiring 
and the power source. It defines tfie invention as aconnection stmctore for generally 
supporting or mounting the lamps Invention ni depicts the specific ballasting circuit for 
reducing the voltage across the catiiiodes after the lamp has ignited'' 

Applicant is confused by the justification for calling the inventions I and n 
unrelated and distinct The justification quoted states that, "Invezrtions ace Ufirftlated if it 
can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, dififerent functions, or different efifects (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP § 808.01).^ For inventions to be ux^elated both conditions have to be met 
Ccmdition one is that it has to be shown that the inventions are not disclosed as capable of 
use together. Condition two is that and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or diflferent effects. While I can agree diat condition two may apply to the two 
sets of claims identified as invention I aztti U because the claims may address different 
effects or ftanctions, I do not agree that condition one has been met I believe that the 
specification and the claims do disclose that the features claimed as c^iable of use 
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together. This is particularly true since the ajjplicalioii relates to a Ugbting system, which 
inherently has muhiide puts that are used togeflier. 

If Examiner is not persuaded by Applicants arguments. Applicani elects invention 
n (Claims 7-13, & 20-26) dnwn to a lamp enclosure means, classified in dass 362, 
subclass 133.
